Alrtadjr more 
than half pat number have enrolled 
Ud It la thought that many will de- 
oid* to take the course this week. 

Sereral teachers are also oomlns 
here for the course from Bracken, 
Robertson and Lewln counties. The 
school will l)p ill charge of Superin- 
tendent W. .1. ("apllnKcr, of tlie Mays- 
vlUe Public Schools, and besides Mr. 
Capllnger, Prof. George Noel, princi- 
pal of the Maysvllle High School, and 
Prof. 0. B. Bverett, principal of the 
Majrsltok High School wilt make up 
the twul^. 

As the High School's actual work 
closes with this week, the Normal 
school will have plenty of class room 
space at the High School building be- 
ginning Monday. The Normal School 
will be In session bIx days a week for 
five weeks and the teachers complet- 
ing this course will be given the same 
credits as If they had attended one of 
the State Normal Schools for the sum- 
mer course. 

The expense of 'he course is beins 
paid by the city and cpunty boards of 
education and Maysvllle and Mason 
county teachers will receive their tu- 
ition free. Teachers from adjoining 
eountle^ will be reauired to pay a 
small tuition fee to help defray the ex 
penses of the course but this tuition 
will be much smaller than the expense 
of attending one of the state schools

The trainmen killed were riding on 
the first locomotive. The Injured were 
on the second engine. The train was 
composed ot fifty-nine loaded cars and 
an empty freight car. It Is one of the 
fastest freight trains on iiie Indiana 
division and was en route from St. 
U)uis to rincinnati 

Seventeen oars were pileil up on ilie 
track. .Seven of the wrerkeil cars witc 
loaded with livestock conslKiieil to 
rinclnnail. elKlit of lliem were filled 
with quick dispatch freight and two 
with perishable produce. .Vearlv ail 
of the cars which left the track were 
splintered.
